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This is a decision on the petition filed August 17, 2006, under 37 CFR 3.81(b) \ to 
correct the assignee's name on the front of the Patent. 

The petition is GRANTED .

Further, petitioner has included the 
processing fee in the amount of $130.00 as set forth in § 1.1 7(i).
